INTENDED USES: Hercules BREAK-THRU ROOT FORCE is a blend of high foaming surfactants, fillers and
the active ingredient dichlobenil, which kills roots and prevents the growth of new roots in residential
sewer lines. '

HOW IT WORKS: When used as prescribed in DIRECTIONS, its foaming system acts as a vehicle, releasing
a chemical herbicide, which clings to and is absorbed by infiltrating root tips. This kills the roots, which
then decompose and are washed away without injury to the main tree or shrub. Because the product
also clings to pipe surfaces, new root growths from outside the pipe are inhibited.

PACKAGING PRECAUTION: This product is contained in convenient water-soluble bags to eliminate
exposure to the contents of the package. The water soluble bags are there for your protection. IF THE -
BAG IS BROKEN OR LEAKING — FIRST READ AND FOLLOW PRECAUTIONARY STATEMENTS BEFORE
HANDLING. Then, empty contents into toilet, rinse container with water and pour into toilet and flush.

PREPARATION: Ventilation: When using this product as directed, harmful vapors may be given off by
dissolving bag chemicals. The exhaust fan in the bathroom must be operating during application. If the
fan is not available, a window must be open during application. Avoid contact: Do not apply this product
in a way that will contact any person or pet, either directly or through drift. Keep people and pets out of
the area during application .
APPLICATIONS:
TO OPEN: PRY OFF CAP WITH TOOL OR COIN. _
Residential Sewer Line ~ Partial Stoppage: Apply through toilet only. If drainage is very slow, use one 8
oz. application twice a week until improvement is noticeable. Drop one soluble bag (unopened) directly
into toilet bowl. The water soluble bag will soften, dissolve and release the chemicals into the water.
Stirring will accelerate the dissolving process. Then, 2-3 minutes after the addition, flush toilet. The
mechanical flushing action will activate the foaming surfactants and carry the active ingredients
throughout the full dimensions of the sewer pipe. Restrict water usage for 6-8 hours after flushing.
Preventive Treatments: To use as a “preventive” and ensure root-free drainage lines, use one 8 oz. bag
every three weeks during the growing season between March and August and follow with one 8 oz. bag
every three weeks between September and March. Use the same application method glven above under
“Partial Stoppage”.
Complete Stoppages: If root growth is severe and there is complete blockage with no flow, mechanical
removal with a snake or sewer rod may be required. If flow is still slow, use the same application
method given above under “Partial Stoppage”. Reapply every 1-2 years to keep pipes free from root
blockages, depending upon the severity of root growth.
Municipal Sewer Line - Partial Stoppage: The soluble bags are dropped (unopened) directly into waste
lines upstream from the root incursion. The water soluble bags will soften, dissolve and release the
chemicals into the water. If flow is slow in waste line, follow Root Force addition with 4 to 5 gallons of
water per pound of Root Force to activate and support the foaming process. The activated foaming
surfactants will carry the active ingredients throughout the full dimensions of the waste pipe.



Complete Stoppages: If root growth is severe and there is complete blockage with no flow, mechanical
removal with a snake or sewer rod may be required.
